RULING CLAREFED 


Court’s Decision Does 
Not Restrain Body From 


Paying Pension Funds. 


WASHINGTON, June 30.—(@)— 
Sections of the 1935 railroad retire- 
ment act were declared valid today in 
a formal decree issued by Justice Jen- 
nings Bailey, of the District of Co- 


lumbia federal court to “clarify” his’ 


opinion handed down Friday. 
Government lawyers had interpreted 
that opivion to mean that both the re- 


measure wee unconstitutional, since 


it declared that the two Jaws were

In today’s order, however, 
Railey did not forbid the railroad re- 
tirement board to pay out $46,000,000 
in pensions, authorized by the retire- 
ment act.

Personal services, Wisdom reported, 
cost the taxpayers $6,879,731.46 for 
1035 as against $7,687,877.44, the four- 
year annual average.

Just one detail stands between the 
future tenants of Techwood and their 
modern apartments in the $2,875,000 
federal government housing projects 
and that detail, it was said in Wash- 
ington, will be price that the gov- 
ernment will pay to the city of At- 
lqnta for water service, police super- 
Vision and sanitation. 

‘In a press conference yesterday at 
Washington, Secretary Ickes said his 
housing experts were still working on 
this Techwood service charge prob- 
lem and that he expected to have an 
announcement by the end of this week. 

When that matter is cleared, ex- 
perts will then determine the amount 
of rent to be charged and the lists 
of applications be studied for ac- 
ceptable tenants. 

Under the terms of the George-Hea- 
ley bill, congress has permitted the 
government to write off 45 per cent 
of the cost of the project. Rentals 
will be based on the return of the 
oS per cent in 60 years at 3 per cent 
interest, plus the cost of operation.

EY-MATRON DESCRIBES: 
FLOGGINGS IN SCHOOL 


Witness Says Strap To Beat 
Boys Was Six Feet 
Long. 


NASHVILLE, Tenn., June 30.— 
()—The story of a flogging so severe 
that a reform school inmate “prayed 
to die’ came to the grand jury from a 
former dormitory matron‘s lips today 
at the conclusion of an investigation 
into conditions at the institution. 

Indictments charging five guards 
with assault and battery as the result 
of alleged beatings were returned. An- 
other guard was indicted last week on 
a similar charge. A final report will 
be made tomorrow. 

Mrs. Mollie D. Stone, appearing at 
an open hearing of the grand jury, tes- 


tified that while she had not been per- 
mitted to witness any whippings, she 
had stood outside a storeroom on one 
occasion and heard 95 lashes applied 
to a boy and had listened to him beg 
for death. 

She'said that the next morning she 
found that this boy, whose name she 
remembered only as “Bill,” had been 
cut so severely that the bed — 
stuck to wounds on his bac 


Tells of Whippings. 


The witness testified that Supgrin 
endent G. Newt Choate, whom the 
grand jury has termed “unfit” for his 
office, frequently witnessed whippings 
and urged guards to “give them a 
good one.” She quoted Choate as say- 
jing ““You've got to whip them in order 
to make them behave.” 

“IT have two sons and I would rather 
see them in their graves than have 
them go to the state training school 
under its present administration,” she 
told the jury. 

Asked if she had seen any evidence 
of drinking at the school, Mrs. Stone 
replied: “J saw 12 cases of whisky 
carried past my door to some of the 
other offices and later Mr. Choate be- 
came angry when I refused to take a 
drink.” 

The former matron said that Choate 
and school guards frequently met for 
beer parties in a near-by woodland, 
using state-owned cars for transporta- 
tion. A number of school inmates have 
testified they were beaten by drunken 
guards, sometimes’ with a wagon wheel 
spoke 


“Runaway Strap.” 

Testimony also was given by the 
boys that a “runaway strap” was an 
instrument of punishment in which 
they stood in dread, but the grand jury 
was unable to find it and Choate said 
he had no knowledge of such a strap. 

Mrs. Stone testified that she had 
seen it, “it was at least six feet long 
and heavily bradded.” 

She told of having “stuck it out” 
at the school for 18 months, lly 
resigning last December when condi- 
tions became “unbearable.” 

Several farmers living near the 
school told the grand jury of witness- 
ing -whippings administered boys as 
they worked in the fields. One said he 
had seen a long line of boys lashed as 
they bent over their hoes working as 
hard as possible. 

The situation was brought formal- 
ly to Governor McAlister’s attention 
today in a report from E. L. Pardue, 
commissioners of institutions, who con- 
ducted his own investigation at the 
school Saturday after the grand jury 
had visited the institution the day be- 
fore. 

20 Consider Evidence. 


| Governor McAlister said he would 
issue a statement after consulting 
Choate and considering the evidence 
and Pardue’s recommendations. 

Pardue, who suspended Guard Les- 
ter B. Tomlin immediately after his 
indictment last week, said he was 
withholding action in the case of the 
five guards indicted today. 

“I’m holding that in abeyance until 
Governor McAlister can study the 
whole situation,” Pardue said. “I 
wouldn’+ be surprised, after the gover- 
nor finishes, if we don’t suspend these 
five indefinitely.” 

The five are: Herschel ©. Mont- 
gomery, Harold Gould, W. L. Swain, 
H. C. Helton and O. T. Crane. Their 
$250 bonds were signed by Choate. 


Other Witnesses. 


Besides Mrs. Stone and the farmers, 
witnesses before the grand jury to- 
day were Newton Ellis, a Nashville 
attorney, and two of his clients, in- 
mates of the school. 

Ellis said Choate refused him per- 
mission to talk to the boys privately, 
insisting that it was customary for 
him to “sit in on these things.” As 
the conversation started, Ellis said, 
Choate warned the boys that “if you 
do any lying I'll send you to the pen- 
itentiary tonight.” 

The youths corroborated parts of 
Ellis’ testimony and added that they 
had been lashed severely for miner 
infractions of rules. 

Of 31 inmates who have escaped 
from the school since the investiga- 
tion started, 12 have returned volun- 
tarily or have been captured. Choate, 
who blamed the epidemic of escapes 
partly on the investigation, told news- 
papermen that affairs at the school 
were “going along fine and settling 
back to normal.” 

The superintendent said two youths 
fled last night through a second-story 
window which he had left open, due 
to the heat, instead of locking it a 
few inches from the sill as was cus-

In the mellow sunshine of Madrid,

Nothing is ever done rashly in Mad- 
rid. The peasanis have been sending 
delegations to Madrid to hear that 
story of the new law ever since 193I, 
when the monarch fled and the mil- 
lennium was suppused to have dawned. 
The millennium has dawned perhaps— 
that is for the crowd of politicians and 
lawyers who are drawing up the agra- 
rian reform laws. But they are not 
in a hurry. 

There i* no werk for those peas- 
ants in the cities. Immigration bar- 
riers are down everywhere on God’s 
earth. ‘Their villages are surrounded 
with forests, meadows; olive groves, 
fields that could grow wheat and Dar- 
ley, very rich land—‘“praise God who 
has made Estramadura rich beyond 
computation’—but they may not touch 
it. They sit starving on top of food 
and well-being. They have not the 
right to cultivate a square inch. That’s 
the tragedy of Spain’s rural popula- 
tion. That those peasants lose pa- 
tience—wvho would not?—and here and 
there seize land is not surprising. It’s 
all bosh to say that they are whipped 
up by foreign bolshevists. There were 
no bolsheviks in France in the middle 
ages and in Germany and the peas- 
ants took the land there too. 

“We see the problem this way,” said 
a young man to me in Zafra. “We 
are starving. You can see that with 
your own eyes. Yet within arm’s 
reach lies land that could feed us, 
but which we may not .touch and which 
is left uncultivated. It is going te 
waste. What do you 6ay of that?’ 

“Criminal,” I said, and I meant it, 
for my heart was full of the misery

Unicorn No Longer Legend. 


The unicorn was supposed to be 
a one-horned animai of peculiar pow- 
er. But, as they told us at school, 
nobody has ever seen one, except on 
pictures. It was strong, proud, beau- 
tiful and the protector of other ani- 
mals. On account of such chival- 
rous qualities it was incorporated 
in the British coat of arms by King 
James I. Myths concerning unicorns 
occur in the beginning of history. But 
their real existence has always been 
doubted. Yet, here at last is evidence 
that the unicorn myth is not a pure 
invention. Dr. W. Franklin. Dove, 
of the University of Maine, I read in 
the paper, has succeeded in producing 
a magnificent un:corn artificially, and 
has described his technique in the 
Scientific Monthly.

NEWS BEHIND THE NEWS

ABNORMAL NORMALITY WASHINGTON, June 30.—For: the 


last three months manufacturing has 
been about normal. But it has employed only 85 per cent of its normal 
number of people and paid them only 78 per cent of the normal wage. 
At the same time, the workers found living expenses only 79 per 
cent of normal, so they broke about even. Their wage, expressed in 
purchasing power, is normal. | 
The important impairment in the existing factory situation, there- 
fore, would seem to be the unemployed 15 per cent and what to do 
about it. Nothing very effective has been done in the last year. Ab- 
sorption of workers by factories has been slow. Approximately 3 per 
cent more are employed now than the average for last year. But the 
average of production is 10 per cent better. It raises the question of 
how much more industrial improvement will be necessary to take up 
the idle or departed 15 per cent. 


CHART The figures are from official government agencies. The pro- 

duction figure, however, is compiled by the Federal Reserve 
Board from fewer factories than the employment and pay roll figures 
collected by another government department, the Bureau of Labor Statis- 
tics. Hence the comparison is not statistically flawless, although funda- 
mentally it describes the situation more or less accurately. 

You can gauge the situation for yourself from the following monthly 
chart. In it the years 1923, ’24 and ’25 equal 100, except for the 
price index, which is based on 1926 as 100. The figures, except pay 
rolls, are adjusted for seasonal variations.

In Cleveland, those 
who were present in the hall during 
Mr. Hoover’s farewell and the ensuing 
, ia thought them both rather 
ismal, 


Mr. Hoover, notwithstanding years 
of experience, still drops his eyes and 
permits his phrases to drip down his 
vest. His enunciation was mushy, 
and the galleries broke in on him sey- 
eral times to yell “Louder!” Never- 
theless, letters are to hand from re- 
publicans who heard him at home, in- 
sisting he spoke clearly and that the 
demonstration which followed came to 
them dry-cleaned of the laborious 
quality which was so apparent to peo- 
ple on the ground. 

I haye heard also that the broad- 
cast of the speeches and the neck tones 
of the delegates who yelled in Phila- 
delphia were not as the papers de- 
scribed them. Even Governor Bibb 
Graves, of Alabama, who sounded like 
a bull in a barbed wire fence to those 
who heard him in the hall, was al- 
most intelligible in spots, and some 
people even insist there were glimmers 
of. thought in his remarks, and the 
conniptions of the politicals down in 
the pit, presented merely as sound 
without the spectacle, came through 
the screening process of the radio as 
marvelous demonstrations of loyal en- 
thusiasm. 


Credit 
To Papers. 


Rather than a _ re- 
proach to the press, 
this contrast seems to 
me a mark against the 
radio and a credit to the papers. True, 
many papers are partisan and call the 
close ones in favor of their party in- 
terests, but even the press associa- 
tions, which are impartial, manage to 
get reality into the copy. The radio, 
on the other hand, presents only the 
sound, omitting the feeling and the 
smell of the show. Somehow, too, the 
sound is brought into sharper focus 
on the air, and a speech which is a 
wild bellow in the hall is detached 
from other sounds and the excitements 
of the scene. 

To be sure, the radio has its run- 
ning-descriptive men who take over 
the gadgets now and again, but they 
are so closely censored that they have 
developed a milky style all their own. 
Not theirs to point out how the dem- 
onstration is run from the chairman’s 
pulpit or to describe the next gang 
politician as such and mention how 
many relatives of his are planted on 
the party pay roll. Not theirs, either, 
to describe the total absence of any 
feeling for the poor and underprivileg- 
ed among orators.and delegates who 
wallow in great breakers of noise day 
after day strictly for what there is in 
it. The running descriptive which 
comes over the radio is a marvel in 
its own way, for the voice with the 
smile knows as much as the next one 
in the place and yet manages to say 
nothing that could give offense to any- 
one on either side of the hottest politi- 
cal fight in the time of-living Ameri- 
cans.

HEALTH TALKS

MEDICINE MAUNDERS. | 
Writing about diet for high blood 
pressure an eastern physician says 
that the improvement noted in many 
| Cases of high blood pressure and the 
conditions on which it depends, when 
the patients follow an easy diet, has 
been one of the major gratifications 
of his professional -experience. But 
the author doesn’t call it high blood 
pressure. He calls it hypertension. 
Arterial hypertension, he begins, is 
essentially a compensatory reaction 
of the organism in the interest of an 
efficient circulation. In other words, 
high blood pressure in itself may be 
beneficial instead of harmful, as it 
| helps to maintain the circulation 
‘when other factors, say the wer 
of the heart or the elastic rebound 
of the arteries, fail, 


Few physicians have had more ex- 
perience than I have had in inter- 
preting medical science for the laity 
‘and interpreting popular concepts of 
medicine for the profession. One of 
the conundrums that baffle me, how- 
ever, is why so many wiseacres (peo- 
ple of good general education but 
childishly innocent of any knowledge 
of physiology), who learn or imagine 
they have high blood pressure, feel 
competent to determine for themselves 
what is or is not good for them in 
the way of hygiene or treatment. 
There seems to be no better explana- 
tion for it than there is for the bom- 
bast which composes four-fifths of 


A \the bulk of medical literature. 


The “easy diet” which has brought 
about such gratifying improvement in 
these cases of potential or early car- 
diovascular degeneration is a lacto- 
vegetarian diet — that is, mainly 
dairy-products and vegetables. Such 
a cet as the “corrective protective 
diet” described in detail in the Yel- 
low Book (“The Regeneration Regi- 
men’), though some Jatitude ig al- 
lowable, both as to calories and the 
eating of meat. 


The author above quoted remarks: 
“It may be sufficient in many cases 
to reduce the animal flesh in the diet 
to a comparatively small amount~ 
‘perhaps by allowing meat twice or 
thrice a week, or eggs in moderation.” 
* The author does not give any rea- 
son for his caution about meat and 
eggs in the diet. There is no reason, 
I reckon, except dear old medical tra- 
dition, and that looks a bit ridicu- 
lous now that the arctic explorers, 


that good health may be maintained 
on an exclusive meat diet. 

The more we learn about nutrition 
the more likely it seems that the ben- 
efit oMained from the “easy diet” or 
any diet in which milk and vegetables 
figure prominently is attributable not 
to the meat excluded but rather to 
the vitamins and mineral elements 
which such — diet restores to the mal- 
nourished body. This aspect of the 
question you will find duly belabored 
in the Red Book of the Little Les- 
sons series (“Building Vitality’) 
along with practical information on 
mineral elements and vitamins. 

Just, as some people argue as to 
whether the -egg came before the 
chicken, so physicians argue as to 
whether ‘hypertension (high blood 
pressure) is a cause or an effect of 
cardiovascular disease (heart, artery 
or kidney). Year by year the writ- 
ing does grind out millions of words 
on the old theme, ahd compromise 
by calling it “essential hypertension.”

Work on the substructure, which 
consists of piles driven to bedrock 
more than 100 feet deep, and a mat 
of concrete. has been in progress for 
months. The pump house itself, meas- 
uring 40 by 120 feet, is now being 
built. 

The staticn will house three pumps 
each with a capacity of 37,500 gal- 
lons per minute at 85 pounds dis- 
charge pressure. Two of these will be 
motor-driven and _ the third steam- 
driven, to.serve as a standby in case 
of interruption to electric power. The 
supply of water will be obtained from 
the great 15-foot water tunnel to the 
River Rouge that supplies the plant. 

Present general service 
ments of water for the plant are about 
90,000 gallons per minute. This will 
be increased by another 50,000 gallons 
per minute when the new steel rolling 
mills, now being tuned up, are in full 


tional demand that the new pumps 
are being installed. 

The chlorinating equipment to De 
used in the new pumping station was 
decided upon as the result of experi- 
ments carried on for some years with 
sporadic chlorination of the mill wa- 
ter. Ordinarily chlorine is 
disinfect city tap water. 
to be used for mill water, although 
it is never drunk. to guard against 
danger of infecti-.. and at the same 
time to reduce the cost of pipe-line 
maintenance. In smaller pipes where 
the water is not frequently used, the 
growth of algae (minute marine 
growths which may be considered 
either animal or vegetable) 
tendency to clog up the pipes.

Physician Says Nine More 
Sanitariums Should Be 
Operated. .

ATHENS, Ga., June 30.—(#)—Oo- 
operation of the state, the medical pro- 
fession and welfare agencies would 
wipe out tuberculosis in Georgia, Dr. 


H. €. Schenck, of the state public 
health department, said here today. 


“A real tuberculosis control program 
must have for its objective the preveu- 
tion of infection of everyone,” Dr. 
Schenck said at a University of Geor- 
gia institute of publie affairs round- 
table discussion. 


“In otder to afford such protection,” 
he added, “it is necessary to locate 
all cases of tuberculosis, early and ad- 
vanced, the first that they may be 
treated early and adequately so they 
may not become advanced, and the 
advanced that they may be treated ef- 
fectively and isolated so long ‘as they 
are in communicable form.” 


Dr. Schenck suggested that the state 
build nine more tuberculosis sanato- 
riums of 100 beds each, locating one 
in each congressional district. He said 
thi: would cost at least $600,000 in 
annual maintenance after an original 
outlay of «pproximately $2,000,000. 

Dr. C. C. Aven, also of the state 
department, emphasized the impor- 
tance of building the program around 
the family doctor. 

John Henderson, a division engineer, 
of the health department, opened the 
public health discussions with a talk 
on Georgia’s malaria problem and the 
need of a program for its control, 

Henderson, who outlined the health 
department’s malaria control program, 
advocated the use of Civilian Conser- 
vation Corps camps for this type of 
work. 

“We are convinced,” he said, “that 
more constructive results could be ob- 
tained by one C. C. C. camp operat- 
ing- on a professional malaria con- 
trol program in a primary malaria 
county than by all the scattered work 
relief forces now on malaria drainage 
in the entise state, or by a similar 
scattering of small county convict 
groups. 

Dr. Eugene Murphy, of Augusta, 


said that until each county in the 
malarial zone of Georgia is organized | 
with a health unit where vital sta- 
t' ‘ices may be accurately kept, where 
proper laboratory investigations may 
be made, and where studies of mos- | 
quito breeding may be carried out, 
“we are-apt to remain with a record 
of incidence which is little short of 
shameful.”

FEDERAL LABOR BOARD 


LOSES COURT DECISION 


CINCINNATI, June 30.—(#)—The 
sixth United States cirenit court of 
appeals held today that congress had 
no authority to regulate or control the 
relations between an employer engaged 
in manufacture and his employes un- 
less those relations directly affected 
interstate commerce. 

The court set aside an order issued 
by the National Labor Relations 
Board to the Fruehauf Trailer Com- 
pany, of Detroit. It held that the 
manufacture of trailers which subse- 
quently entered interstate commerce 
did not come within the jurisdiction 
of congress or of the board it created. 

In Washington, the board an- 
nounced it would study the decision 
along with similar opinions of other 
courts before determining whether to 
appeal to the United States Supreme 
Court. The board has 90 days in 
which to serve notice of an appeal.

How trading between the United 
State and Japan encourages ‘‘friendli- 
ness” and lessens the chances of war 
was described yesterday by Frank S.

A $1.65 increase in the average month- 
ly pay of Works Progress Administra- 
tion workers in seven southermm states 
was ordered today by Aubrey Wii- 
liams, acting administrator. 


Williams said W”A workers in 
Alabama, Florida, Georgia, Mississip- 
pi, North Carolina, South Carolina 
and Tennessee, heretofore in Region 
IV, would receive the same pay un- 
der the new WPA program as those 
in Region 11I—which includes Arkan- 
sas, Louisiana, Oklahoma, Virginia 
and parts of Kentucky and Texas. 

The principal effect of the order, 
officials said, would be to raise the 
previous minimum wage of $19 for un- 
skilled workers in rural areas and 
towns under 5,000 population to $21 a 
month. 

The average monthly pay of WPA 
workers in the deep south in March 
was $28.63, compared with $30.28 in 
Region III. 

These rates are to be continued, 
but officials predicted there would be 
some reductions in working hours be- 
cause of the requirement that prevail- 
ing hourly wages be paid. 

'PA wages in the seven states af- 
fected by today’s order have been the 
lowest in the country. With a na- 
tional average of $52.02 they com- 
pared with $73.86 in New York city, 
$61.59 in Pennsylvania and $61.83 in 
Ohio. 

The March average wages were: 
Alabama $30.22; Florida $31.21; 
Georgia $28.88; Mississippi $25.18;

HUMAN RIDDLES 


That Have ‘Vexed the World

THE MYSTERIOUS MURDER 
OF THE DUCHESS 
OF PRASLIN. 

One morning in August 1847, per- 
sons passing on the Rue Saint- Hon- 
ore, Paris, were terrified to hear 
piercing screams issue from behind 
the walls surrounding the magnifi- 
cent house of the Duke of Praslin. 

The Duke of Praslin, a personage 
of great pfestige and power in the 
court of Louis Philippe, was the heir 
to vast wealth and his beautiful, tal- 
ented wife, the duchess, was also po- 
sessed of a great fortune in her own 

right. They had been ‘married 19 
years, and their union had been. blessed 
by nine children. 

Alarmed at thise terible shrieks of 
‘agony, the servants within the Duke's 
mansion traced them to their mistress’ 
| bedroom. Entering the room, they 
|found the furniture upset, the bed 
| curtains torn down and _ terrible 
‘splotches of blood everywhere. Crouch- 
ing against a chair was the corpse of 
the duchess, wearing only a_ night- 
gown stained with blood gushing from 
five wounds. Bloody finger marks 
were upon the wall on three sides of 
the great chambers and upon several 
pieces of furniture were strands of her 
long hair, which also adhered to the 
handle of a bloody pistol found in the 
room. 


Servants Flee. 

Fleeing from the murder chamber in 
horror, the servants called the at- 
taches of the household together in the 
'great drawing room of the mansion 
/and were disputing how to announce 
the terrible news to the duke, when 
his grace suddenly appeared in their 
midst, inquiring as to the cause of the 
commotion. When told what had hap- 
pened, he at once sent for the police 
und a physician. Making his way into 
his wife’s room, he then viewed the 
corpse and threw himself upon the 
‘empty bed giving way to the agony 
‘of grief. 
| After the arrival of the police 
\strange incidents began to. develop. 
|The duke voltinteered the information 
_that he had discovered the murder be-

Platonic Friendship. 

Many unburnt letters written by the 
‘duchess to her husband threw light 
fupon the duke’s relations with this 
| unusually clever young woman. Ac- 
cording to this evidence and that giv- 
| en by others, Mlle. Deluzy had ap- 
| pealed more to the duke’s intellectual 
side than had his wife; and although 
‘his interest in her had increksed, their 
‘attachment had apparently been only 
platonic. She had a wide interest in 
politics and literature, while the duch- 
| ess had been of a_ brooding, intro- 
a temperament. They had quar-

reled over the clever governess. In one 
letter complaining of the breach be 
tween them the duchess had said to/ 
the duke: 

“I am dying of grief! for five nights 
in tears, in convulsions of sorrow. Oft- 
en I have had to bite my, pillow in 
order to stifle my wn my cries. 

“I have lost not on husband, 
a my children. I me “the tortures 
of Tantalus. I am close to you all, 
and yet I am apart from you all!” 


Finally the duchess became so 
wrought up as to appeal to her father, 
the noted Marshal Sabatini, as a re- 
sult of whose tactful intervention ‘the 
duke ordered the. governess’ dismissal 
and at the same time wrote his wife a 
note containing this one sentence: 

“By your act you have spoiled my 
life.” It was directly after this: that 


Paris, which had regarded the duke 


and duchess as an ideally happy coup- 
le, had been shocked by the news of 
her grace’s foul murder and the sub- 
sequent eccentric behavior of her hus- 


band. 
Motive Unknown. 

When jealousy between husband and 
wife results in murder, it is the jeal- 
ous one who is almost invariably the 
perpetrator of the crime. Hence, in 
this case, had the duke, rather than 
the duchéss, been found murdered, 
there would not have been any deep 
mystery concerning the-affair. But 
what possible motive could the Duke 
of Praslin have had in murdering his 
wife after yielding to her demands 
for the dismisal of a valued employe 
against whom she had cherished a 


foolish and groundles jealousy

King Louis Philippe reluctantly con- 


sented to a warrant for the Duke of | 


Praslin, but before his grace could 
be taken to prison, he swallowed: a 
large dose of poison, and the king or- 
dered that he be tried before the drug 
could take effect. Hence, the jury, 
consisting of six of his fellow-mem- 
bers of the House of Peers was sent 
to his bedchamber, 
Chancellor of France proceeded with 
his interrogation. After evading a long 
list of questions asked him, the duke 
persistently repeated, “I am not guil- 
ty!” and expired in agony: 

Such was the account of his trial 
and its tragic denouement publicly 
announced in Paris; but it 
believed by a great number of French- 
men that Louis Philippe entered into 
a conspiracy with the peers sent to 
the duke’s bedside to allow that noble- 
man to escape and: that he was smug- 
gled out of the country in disguise, 
enjoying a long exile in England, 
where he received his income from his 
eldest son, and later his grandson, 
until he died of old age. 

As to Mile. Deluzy, the market 
women of Paris threatened to lynch 
her. After she had been kept in pris- 
on for three months it was given out 
that she had gone to England, but, 
as a matter of fact, she remained for 
some time under an assumed name in 
France, whence she embarked to Amer- 
ica to teach in one of our most 
celebrated private schools and later to 
marry a well-known literary and le- 
gal light of New York City. She and 
her husband moved-to Massachusetts, 
where she became an intimate of Mrs. 
Harriet Beecher Stowe, and where she 
died in 1874, upon the eve of the pub- 
lication of a book which came from 
her pen, but which contained not a 
line bearing upon the black mystery 
which the Duke and Duchess of Pras- 
lin left in their wake.
